STRONGLY FAVORS THK ROAD. 


Aicount o! the E arning and Ex­ 
penses for the Past Nine 
Months. 


¡Special to the H erald by the A nociated Press, 
W a s h in g t o n , November 3 0 .— The re. 
port of the Board of Government Di­ 
rectors of the Union Pacific Railway 
Company has been received at the Inter­ 
ior Department, and was to-day made 
public by Secretary Lamar. The iuoome 
and expenditures of the lines forming 
the Union Pacific system for nine months 
ended September MUth, last, in compari 
son with the same period in 1885, are 
tabulated os follows:

The total expenditures of the entire 
system, for nine months in 1886, was 
$5,429,090; in 1885, $5,797,834 Sur­ 
plus in 1886, $2,088,927; in 1835, $1,­ 
262,171; le?s United States requirements 
$500,000, $786,989; balance of sur­ 
plus for 1886, $2,188,927, In com­ 
parison with the fiist nine months of 
1885 the gross earnings ebow an in­ 
crease of $881,056, or 4.8 per oent. Pass­ 
enger earning» show an increase of 
$281,308, or 6 6 per cent. Freight earn­ 
ings show an increase of $657,777, or 
5.22 per cent. Mail earnings show a 
deer* as.' of $8740, or 1.4 per cent. Ex­ 
press earnings show a decrease of $S603, 
or 1.9 per cent., and miscellaneous earn­ 
ings show a decrease of $40,625, or 12.6 
per cent. Operating expenses show an 
increase of $1,189.020, or 10 per cent. 
Of this increase $7US,916 is the mainte­ 
nance of way expenses, and $153,890 is 
in the maintenance of car expenses. The 
increase in the averago nnmber of miles 
of tho road under operation for the pe­ 
riod in question, is less than 1 por 
cent. On the average road mileage 
f;ross earning per mile rose from $4075 
ii 1S85 to $4230 in 1886, an increase of 
$155, 3.8 per cent. The Pacific Coast 
earnings, which in 1885 represented S.8 
per ceut. of the total earnings of the 
system, fell off in 1886 to a point where 
they represented but 7.4 per cent, of its 
earnings. The earnings of the system 
from traffic, interchanged with its 
branch line system, have been kept for 
twelve months and were in gross $5,­ 
220,938, or about 30 per cent, of the 
total earnings of the parent company. 
As (his traffic is done at a less average 
cost than its other business. The net 
earuings from it are estimated at over 
$3,000,000, or 50 per cent, of the total 
net earuings. This is in addition to tho 
net earnings of the branch lines them­ 
selves, after paying all fixed charges, 
which wero $493,459 for nine months of 
1886, and indicates the vital importance 
of this brunch line system to the main 
system. 
Under the head of proposed legisla­ 
tion the report says it is admitted upon 
all sides that the exietiog legislation is 
insufficient and has utterly failed in 
several respect and adds that legislation 
has been suggested and is now before 
Congress, which seems well adapted to 
correct all the defects in existing laws 
and to restore the government to its 
true position, that of creditors. It debt 
is not yet dae and is too large for 
its debtor to pay immediately if it were. 
Meanwhile its present security is insuf­ 
ficient, but the debtor has additional 
securities which may be pledged and a 
solvent business capable of paying the 
entire interest and part of the principal 
each year, if he can only bo permitted 
to couduot and manage it in accordance 
with business principles and with the 
same freedom enjoyed by his rivals. At 
present the debtor is hampered both by 
partnership and by a cloud upon his 
credit, caused by the altitude of the 
Government. Surely it is to the great 
advantage of both parties that this 
state of affairs should cease; that a per­ 
manent adjustment should be mide 
which will give the Government ample 
security for its debts, and pay the in­ 
terest in full and part of the prinoipal 
each year, and give to the company free­ 
dom of action in the management of its 
business and good credit in financial 
centers. In discussions of this matter 
in Congress and in the public presa 
there has been but one serious question 
raised as to the proposed settlement; 
that is, whether or not the additional 
security offered by the company is suf­ 
ficient. 
As the company withholds 
nothing, but offers all that it lias, and 
as it shows th« financial ability to pay 
the entire interest and a portion of the 
principal every six months, it would 
seem that the position of the Govern­ 
ment is bettered, even at first, to the 
utmost ability of its debtor to bettor it, 
and that it will grow stronger from year 
to year. But apart from this consider­ 
ation, the Board of Government.Directore 
b “lieve confidently that the additional 
security whioh the company offers 
will plaoo the government beyond 
peradventure of loss. This additional 
security does not compromise simply tho 
stocks and bonds of its brauch line», 
many of which Btanding alone may pos­ 
sess but little valne, bnt it is an absolute 
lieu upon the entire system of the main 
line and feeders. It is the valne of this 
syetein as a whole that is to be consid­ 
ered, and not that of fragmentary or 
dismembered parts. It is a transporta­ 
tion machine with a large* and growiug 
market for its products. Should the 
company default upon a eingle payment 
the government oonld foroolose and take 
possession of this entire property, sub­ 
ject only to prior liens outstanding in 
tho hands of the public. Since the date 
of our last report, January 30, 1886, 
the condition of the road haa changed 
for the better. 
The property as a 
whole is of great and increasing value, 
it should also be borne in mind 
that in a 
few years the falling 
due of 6, 7 and 8 per cent bonds in very 
large amounts will afford an opportunity 
to effect very important savings of in­ 
terest by the issue of new bonds at 
much lower rates. Should the Govern­ 
ment, in any event, have to assume the 
ownership oi the system, it oould easily 
take up all outstanding bonds with 3 


per cent. Government bonds, which 
would reduce fixed charges more than 
one-half. It seems beyond all question 
that the security whioh the Government 
will have for its debt is abundantly suf­ 
ficient. 
Tho Government directors 
therefore confidently and earnestly rec­ 
ommend nn early passage of a bill now 
before Congress, unanimously report­ 
ed by tho House Committee on Pacific 
railroads, which provides for a final ad­ 
justment of the debt of the Union Pa­ 
cific Railroad Company. The Govern­ 
ment directors express confidence in tho 
present managers of the road. 
In conclusion the report says: “The 
interes a of the road and of the Govern, 
inent. respecting the future polioy, are 
identical.” The report is signed by E, 
P. Alexander, F. R. Condert, M. A. 
Hanna, Franklin MacVeagh and J. W. 
Saoage. 
AID 1UH IH K L.nu. 
Her Exiled Children Come to tlte 
Front. 
L incoln, Neb., November 30.—The 
following circular has been addressed by 
President Fitzgerald to the State dele­ 
gates of the Irish National League of 
America in view of the present crisis in 
Ireland: 
“The Tory government of 
Great Britain has onco more evinced its 
incapacity to govern Ireland by other 
means thao coercion. Our brethren in 
Ireland are again called upon to show 
by courage, suffering and self sacrifice 
that they are heirs of their fathers’ hero­ 
ism. The time has come when we 
should prove by our actions that our 
hearts beat in unison with theirs in com­ 
mon love for Ireland and liberty. A 
few weeks since we promised that should 
England again have recourse to ooercion 
we would stand by them. We must now 
redeem that pledge. Public meetings 
are being proclaimed, soldiers are being 
ciuwded iuto the country to overcome, 
and should opportunity offer, to slaugh­ 
ter people. Prison ceils await the na­ 
tion’s leaders, and every engine of op­ 
pression and unconstitutional legislation 
is about to be used to prop up tyranuy 
aud injustice and to crush tne legitimate 
aspirations of Ireland. We innst see to 
it that our promise of assistance was no 
idle boast. Stale delegates are called 
npou to proceed at once to the work of 
the organization of Leagues iu their re­ 
spectivo States and provinces. They 
should use every means to increase the 
membership of existing branches within 
their jurisdiction, and to devise meaus to 
promptly raise funds and forward them 
to the national Treasurer, Rev. Charles 
O’Reilly, D. D., Detroit, Michigan, in 
aid of the anti-eviction fund. W e must 
nut stand idle in the face of the present 
crisis. Experience has proven tho futil­ 
ity of coerciou to crush a determined and 
united people. 
With the loyal aid of 
her exiled children Ireland must come 
out of this struggle uuconquered, un­ 
conquerable, victorious.

An Interesting counterfeit. 
W ashington, November 30.—An of­ 
ficer of the secret service recently seized 
fac-similie paintings of the $15 United 
States notes as being a violation of the 
laws against counterfeiting. The paint­ 
ing was on a wooden block aud was so 
well done that it locked as though the 
note was lying on wood and could easily 
be leinovuJ, The Chief of the Secret 
8ervice Division thonght the painting 
should be destroyed. The artist, how­ 
ever, protested against this as unjust. 
He represented that the painting was 
a work of art and was worth about 
$5000. Some of the Treasury officials 
are of the opinion that the arlist is 
right. The question haa been referred lo 
the Solicitor of the Treasury. It is un­ 
derstood that a number of these paint­ 
ings are in existence. 
The Cholera. 
BriNOH A yres, November 30.—In 
the lunatic asylum here cholera cases 
average ten daily, while among the in­ 
habitants of the city the victims have 
not exoeedod eight on any day. At 
Rosario the condition is somewhat im­ 
proved, only twenty-eight new cases aud 
fourteen deaths yosterdoy. Iu the city 
of Cordova, the centro of communica­ 
tion between Buenos Ayres aud the 
upper provinces, a procession comprising 
15,000 persons passed through the streets 
yesterday, carrying images of saints and 
praying for the decline of the epidemic. 
There were twelve uow cases and five 
deatiia iu the city yesterday and the 
population is greatly alartncd. 
Dillon** Case. 
D ublin, November 30.—The case of 
the Government agaiust John Dillon 
came up for hearing to-day before the 
Court of tho Queen’s Bench. Dillon ap­ 
peared, accompanied by Lord Mayor 
Sullivan and Messrs. Healey aud Sex­ 
ton. Dillon was greeted with tremen­ 
dous cheering by the people when he ar­ 
rived, and his passage into court was 
made amid enthusiastic applause. Mr. 
Healey, on bahalf of Dillon, applied for 
an adjournment of the hearing. Counsel 
for tho Government made no opposition 
to Healey’s request, and the hearing was 
adjourned uutil December 11th. 
Home lisle Associations. 
London, November 30.—The British 
Home Rule Association aud the Home 
Rule Association of the United King­ 
dom will amalgamate under the name of 
the Home Rule Union and support a 
single ticket in future elections for the 
purpose of assisting the Irish people in 
obtaining rights of local selt-govern- 
ment. Á conference of the two associa­ 
tions is called for December 0th. 
Cleveland's Message. 
W ashington, November 30. — The 
President’s message agaiu formed the 
only subject of discussion at the meet­ 
ing of the Cabinet to-day. All the 
members were present. It is understood 
that the message is complete, with the 
single exception of that portion relating 
to the naval establishment. 
Trouble Expected. 
San Diego, November 30.—Indian 
agent J. S. Ward here Ims authority 
from Washington to call troops to assist 
if necessary to dispossess settlers on the 
reservation at Capitan Grande. Twelve 
families are now residing thereon aud 
trouble is expected. 


H o w a r d Commands In Arizona.

Debtor. 


HOW HE LEFT HIS CREDITORS. 


Fire and Collision Proof Rail way 
Cars—The Stock Mar­ 
ket Boom.

D en ver, November 30.—The News, 
speaking of the reported absconding of 
Carter CottoD, says: 
Ramors became 
current upon the streets late last night 
that F. L. Carter Cotton, manager of 
the North Poudre Land and Canal Com­ 
pany, and also an extensivo real estate 
operator of Fort Óollius, had abscond» d 
and left creditors to a large amount. 
The statement of facts os far as learned 
is thar for some weeks past Mr. Carter 
Cotton’s numerous creditors have been 
becoming uneasy and were suspicious of 
his movements and transaction?. A 
week ago Thursday a numbor of them 
corraled him iu his office. After some 
talk Mr. Carter Cotton made a pretext 
to go out, locked his creditors in ana 
has not since been seen in or about Fort 
Collins. The creditors got out by climb­ 
ing over the transom. How Carter Cot­ 
ton got away is not known. Next day 
Cotton was seen in Denver and hero all 
traces ef him ceased. Altogether his in­ 
debtedness has been figured up the Fort 
Collins bankers at $305,000. about $100, - 
000 of whioh is claimed to be secured. 
Fire and Colllelon Proof Hall­ 
way Cara. 
San F rancisco, November 30.—A 
patent has been obtained by a gentleman 
of this city, for what is claimed to be a 
fire and oollisiou proof railway car. Il 
is made wholly of iron end steel, and 
the weight will range from sixteen to 
twenty tone, for ordinary passeugei 
coaches, and from twenty-two to twen­ 
ty-five tons for sleepers. The floor is a 
single sheet of metal, and the roof also u 
single sheet; the beams, of rolled steel, 
bear the weight of resistance in case of 
collision, and owing to novel and pecu­ 
liar construction and adjustment the in­ 
ventor ia confident thst telescoping of 
cars would not in any event result. Es­ 
timates show that the cost of construc­ 
tion will be materially lesi than the coat 
of building woodeu cars of the sanio size 
and weight. 
Tho Stock murket Hooin.

All hands left the 
ship in one boat and the crew have not 
been heard from.” The Belvedere sailed 
from San Pedro, in ballast, November 
7th, bound for Nanuimo for a cargo of 
coal. 
She was owned by Christopher 
Nelson, and her approximate value was 
$25,000, fully insured. Bonilla Point is 
opposite and twelve and a half mifes dis­ 
tant from Capo Flattery light at the en­ 
trance to the straits of J uan de Fuoa. 
Judge Hugar «Jets Ills Work In 
Afalu. 
S an Francisco, November 30.—The 
customs officers to-day inado anotber 
seizure of opium. As the steamer Rio 
Janeiro, from Chin3, was nearing Point 
Reyes, the cutter Richard Rush, which 
has been on the watch for the Rio out­ 
side of the Heads since Snnday, stopped 
her, and officers hoarded the steamer. 
The vessel was searched and the officers 
were rewarded for their vigilance by the 
diaoovery of opium valued at $3,500.

V irginia C ity, November 30.---Dur­ 
ing the past week 992 tons of ore were 
ship|>ed to the Morgan mill, and 1806 
tons and 1620 pounds to the Eureka 
mill.

San Francihco, November 30.—A 
mooting of about sixty of tho creditors of 
Baldwiu Gardiner, the absconding stock 
broker, was held to-day.at which it was 
agreed to accept thirty-seven and a half 
cents on the dollar on amounts due 
them, as proposed by Gardiner’s attor­ 
ney. It is the opinion that the remain­ 
ing creditors will also agree to the 
proposition.

FOUR YEARS. 
«‘Itmmli on Hats" Jones Sen­ 
tenced to San «luenlln. 
E. 
W. Jones was sentenced yesterday 
by Judge Cheney to four years’ impris­ 
onment in Sun Queutin for having 
iniDgled poi'-on in the food of several per­ 
son». 
Ho was found guilty a few days 
ago, after a trial which lasted several 
days aud which was interrupted at one 
lime to make place for a trial as to his 
mental capacities. Two juries had to 
try ibis issue, the first one having failed 
t) agree, but the second one found no 
d.fficulty in pronouncing the defendant 
«Hue after but a few minutes consulta­ 
tion. E. W. Jones has had a very check­ 
ered career during the last few years of 
his life. On ihe 4th of December, 1884, 
during an altercation with his wife, Mrs. 
J .J. Jones, at their home in Cienega 
township, be took her by the throat and 
choked her. and she died almost imme­ 
diately afterwards. He was arrested for 
Ihe murder and tried for manslaughter 
before Judge Cheney, on Nov. 5th, 1885. 
The evidence showed very few external 
marks, and that of the medical experts, 
among whom were Dr. Nadeau, then 
Coroner of the county, who held the in­ 
quest aud post mortem examination, 
proved that Mrs. Jones’ luDga were very 
much cougested at the time of the affray 
and that it was only necessary to subject 
her to a slight excitement to cause her 
decease. The jury in view of these 
facts found the defendant not guilty. 
Jones will be taken to the penitentiary 
to-day.

On the 6th of December, 
1885, be was at work with S. Kraemer 
and another man unloading hay out of 
a wagon. One of tho bales get stuck 
between two wheels and the plaintiff 
alleged that Kraemer, in trying to pnll 
the bale out by means of a bay hook, 
was negligent and the hook struck him 
in the eye aud he lost it permanently. 
Mr. Kraemer denied that he had left the 
top of the wagon until after the acci­ 
dent and averred that it was Joussaud’s 
own hook which hud injured his eye. 
The jury believed the latter version aud 
found for the Krnemers.

AN EXTENSIVE CANAL SCHEME. 


All Indiana Man Fatally Shoots 
IIis Wife and then Him­ 
self.

(The time has come when that branch 
of the commercial iutereats of our 
country represented by the live stock 
iodustry feels that it should no longer 
plead for, but demand justice. I am 
authorized by live stock men, who have 
more than six hundred millions of dol­ 
lars invested in cattle alone, to respect­ 
fully call the attention of your Excel­ 
lency to the imminent danger threaten­ 
ing our herds by the existence of con­ 
tagions bovine diseases, which if once 
introduced to the open ranges of the 
West will sweep oar entire interests 
from the eaith. I feel that I am justi­ 
fied in asking that in your forthcoming 
message to Congress some suggestions 
may be made in the interest of legisla­ 
tion looking to the extermination of the 
contagious disease known as pleuro- 
pneuinoniu, and such sanitary regula­ 
tions as wiil protect the cattle interests 
of the Uuiteu States agaiust the impor­ 
tation of cattle from known diseased 
ce iters iu other countries. I would 
further respectfully submit that, under 
the pooliug system entered into by the 
transportation companies of the United 
Mates and the iniquitous favoritism of 
the rebate system, grievous wrong» are 
perpetrated on the producer of beef and 
the consumer as well. That same com­ 
bination which compels millions who 
toil to pay an exhorbitant price for the 
prime necessities of life, compels the 
producer to accept for bis products the 
price which hHs pressed the cattle grow­ 
er to the verge of ruiu. A bill now 
pending before Congress for the regula­ 
tion of inter-State commerce, known as 
tho “ Reagan Bill,*' is in the inter» at of 
justice ami equity, and the cattle indus­ 
try bespeaks for it such attention in yonr 
message as may meet your comnieuda- 
liou.

A CANAL NtHEn^. 
Feasible Water-War of Ureal 
Benefit. 
New Y ork, November 30.—The Poet 
says: A syndicate is in process of forma­ 
tion to carry out the plans of the Atlan­ 
tic aud Mexican Gulf Canal Company, 
which received fresh charters this year 
from the Legislatures of Georgia and 
Florida, together with grants of valuable 
lands and water power. The importance 
of the proposed canal as a national work 
was urged by Presideut Grant in two 
messages to Congress, in which he de­ 
clared that as valuable as the opening of 
this great internal water-way would be 
in lime of pence, its existence aud cus- 
to»ly in time of war would bo ef abso­ 
lutely incalculable value to the nation. 
Surveys made by General Gilmore ex­ 
tended over two years aud their results 
caused him to report the canal scheme 
emiaeully feasible. As evidence of the 
importance of the enterprise to the 
oountry at large he slates that no less 
than twenty-two states and territories 
are vitally interested in the opening of 
the water-way, the practical results of 
which would iuvolve the most entire 
tratfio of the Mississippi valley and all 
its tributar es. General Gilmore stated 
that the products aloug 3(7,000 miles of 
rivers and water-ways already teeming 
with commeroe could in this way be 
borne to safe and commodious harbors 
and that only by this route was it pos­ 
sible to avoid heavy aud almost prohib- 
itoiy taxes on commerce necessitated by 
the approach to the mouth of the Missis­ 
sippi through the Gulf of Mexico. The 
canal will begin at the mouth of the St. 
Mary’s river, which forms the dividing 
line between the states of Georgia and 
Florida. It is to run to St. Marks, on 
the Gulf of Mexico. Thence it will fol­ 
low the already existing line of water­ 
ways, which ex end almost unbroken 
from that port to New Orleans. The 
advantages of this route will be a sav­ 
ing to commerce of the heavy rates of 
iiourauce made imperative by the dan­ 
gerous navigation of the Bahamas and 
reefs of Florida and in the coasting ser­ 
vice and a saving iu distance of 1200 to 
1500 miles. Official statistics go to show 
that the average tax on commerce 
through high insurance, eto., over the 
present route is about $5,000,000 yearly.

While onr wineries have increased 
largely in number in the last four or 
«ve years, they have by no means 
kept pace with the heavily expm ded 
area of our vineyards. Of course the 
producer is the sufferer by sucli a 
su te of things. It is owing to the 
limited facilities for crushing the 


g r a p e that onr vignerons do not re­ 
ceive much more than half the prices 
which the grape grower in the So­ 
noma and Napa valleys readily com­ 
mands. There are two remedies f— 
this drawback. One is a series 
local anions of neighbors, who should 
club together and make thoir own 
w ines and brandies, after the fashion 
followed in certain districts in France. 
This plan has obvious advantages, 
and if carried out efficiently and in 
good faith it would give the producer 
double profits, those both of 
the 
vineyardist and wine-maker. Instead 
of realizing from fifty to seventy-five 
dollars an acre for his crop, in some 
eases prolicc yields of foreign grapes 
■welling the return to one hundred 
dollars, there is no reason why the 
gross returns shoutd not run up to 
$1.50 
and 
|250 
per acre. 
The 
other remedy is the establishm ent 
large wineries at convenient places 
in Los Angeles county by capitalists 
who can afford to hold and grade the 
wines which they would make from 
the grapes purchased from the sur­ 
rounding vineyardists. There is no 
earthly reason why this should not 
be a prominent feature of the future 
development of Los Angeles county. 
There would be big money in it to the 
enterprising capitalists, and it would 
jív e stability to the vineyard inter­ 
ests and increase the consumption 
of California wines by guaranteeing 
a fine article. However, in the ab­ 
sence of both resources, there is notli 
ing to prevent the owner of any vine­ 
yard, large or small, from making 
his own wines and brandies, and 
from grading them himself. A good 
staple will always command a fair 
price, while an interior one is justly 
regarded dear at any figure. The 


H e r a l d confidently looks for devel­ 
opm ents in the near future which 
wilt place the vine-growers of Los 
Angeles on a footing with those of 
the central and northern counties, 
and this can only come by multiply­ 
ing the facilities for crushing the 


marck—m en who never die. If he is 
a day old he must be an octogena­ 
rian, and yet his interest in public 
affairs seem s never to be exhausted, 
and it is used principally for purpost s 
of mischief, which agency, by the 
way, is generally directed against the 
Democratic party. 
Under the cir­ 
cum stances, we m ay consider it a 
foregone conclusion that George will 
be one of th e Presidential candidates 
two years from now, probably with 
Butler as the tail to the kite. The 
strabismic statesm an did not make 
much of a success of it in 1884 in run­ 
ning for President, and principally 
because it was plainly seen that he 
was merely a stool-pigeon for Blaine 
but he may think th a t as second fid­ 
dle to George he m ay effect greater 
results. 
Both the national parties 
may as well realize that a third party 
of considerable strength is certain to 
be in the field. There is no earthly 
chance of its electing its candidates, 
but it m ay create unexpected results. 
M eanwhile, the Democratic party, 
having it in its power to shape legis­ 
lation, would do well to heed the 
lesson of th e hour. 
It has already 
done m uch to entitle it to the ever­ 
lasting gratitude of the workingman 
and it should not tire in well doing. 


I t is pleasant to note that Mr. 
Cleveland’s adm inistration is making 
a break towards providing the Unit­ 
ed States with a Navy. 
For twenty 
years past, although the appropria­ 
tions for the Navy Departm ent have 
been large, we have had nothing to 
show for our great expenditures. The 
vicious practice had grown up of ac­ 
cepting whatever botehwork John 
Roach should tender to the govern­ 
m ent, and, as a result, we had a lot 
of old bulks (hat were scarcely able 
to ride at anchor in a harbor without 
going down. On a certain memora­ 
ble occasion a Republican Secretary 
of the Navy was actually on board 
one of these hulks on a pleasure ex­ 
cursion when it incontinently sank. 
Secretary W hitney introduced the 
salutary fashion of compelling the 
contractors who did work for the 
Navy D epartm ent to show some re­ 
gard to the specifications entered in­ 
to by them, and his refusal to ac­ 
cept the last slip-shod work of John 
Roach resulted in that gentlem an’s 
business failure. This was a good 
beginning, and it is to be hoped that 
it will be adhered to. 
A gratifying 
feature to Californians of the new de­ 
parture is that one of the vessels 
which have been authorized by law 
and which have been recently let, 
was awarded 
to the Unton Iron 
W orks, of Pan Francisco. There can 
be no question but that as good work 
can be done in this line on the Pacific 
Coast as by any of the eastern ship­ 
builders, and it will be a great mat­ 
ter for local pride to have this fact 
clearly dem onstrated to the outside 
world.

W h i l k Brother Blaine of Maine is 
studiously disavowing any desire or 
intention of running for President in 
1888, he is nevertheless showing an 
abnormal activity which, to those 
who know the m an, is very indica­ 
tive of a purpose to boss the job, at 
least. Sherman and Logan are the 
only other two strong candidates, the 
frigid Kdmunds and voluble Evarts 
cutting a very sm all figure in the cal­ 
culations of the shrew der Republican 
politicians. Logan has seriously com 
promised whatever chances he might 
have had in the race by his very dis­ 
respectful way of referring to the 
head of the ticket in 1884. Like Conk- 
ling, Blaine is a uood hater, and he is 
not apt to let Black Jack’s backcap- 
ping pass without courteous atten­ 
tion. If the Illinois statesman had 
kept his m outh decorously shut as to 
Blaine, backed by the Grand Army, 
he would have m ade a very formida­ 
ble candidate. 
As to 
Sherman. 
Blaine’s objections could scarcely be 
insuperable, as they are connections 
by m arriage through the Gillespies 
Two things are pretty well assured, 
viz., Blaioe can get the nomination if 
he wants it and he won’t want it if he 
thinks he can’t be elected. If it shall 
look like a very bad yeai, Jam es Gil­ 
lespie is quite capable of passing the 
bauble over to his worst enemy. 


T h e enorm ities which are daily be­ 
ing com mitted by President Cleve­ 
land are simply unspeakable if we 
are to credit the Republican press. 
The other day he actually had the 
tyrannical effrontery to order the 
back yard of the W hite House to be 
closed for two hours a day. 
Such a 
thing had never been heard of before, 
and the Republican quid nuncs set 
themselves diligently to work to dis­ 
cover a reason for this outrage. As a 
result they found out that the Presi­

The 
choice now seem s to be narrowed 
down to Mr. W. H. Workman and a 
few other well-known 
Democrats. 
Mr. W m. Lacy having also placed 
himself in th¿ same category with 
Dr. K urtz, Mr. W orkman looms up 
as the most formidable candidate, 
with Mr. H. S. Parcells and Mr. John 
F. Hum phreys as dark horses. As 
the chances strongly favor Workman, 
it is pleasant to the average citizen 
to know that he has about disposed of 
his interests on Boyle Heights, and 
will be able to devote his quite ex­

municipal experience and 
marked talent for affairs to the in­ 
terests of the whole city.

O rdinance No* *05» 


An Ordinance granting right of way to 
the Los Angeles Ostrich Farm Rail­ 
way Company, aud to its suocts»ore 
and assigns, over and along certaio 
streets iu the City of Los Angeles. 


Tho Mayor and Counoil of the City 
Los Angeles do ordain as follows: 
t 
S ection 1. 
T hat the right of way be 
aud the same is hereby granted to the 
Los Angeles Ostrich Farm 
Railway 
Company, and to its successors aud as­ 
signs, over, upou and across those cer­ 
tain streets in the city of Los Angeles 
as hereinafter mentioned, for and during 
the whole period of thirty (30) years 
Irom and next ensuing after the date of 
th e taking effect of this ordinance, for 
the purpose of laying down, operatiug 
and maintaining thereon, one line ol 
iron railroad track, the rails of said 
track to be provided on the outside with 
plank not loss than four inches wide to 
he Spiked to th e cross ties up to and 
flush with the top of the rail, and of 
running cars thereon for the transporta­ 
tion ol passougeis aud freight over the 
line of said road, and for such switches 
and turnouts ae may be necessary or 
proper for the operation of said rail­ 
road. 
Said graut is made upon the 
terms aud conditions hereinafter Bet 
forth. 
S e c t io n 2 . 
T he line of the road bed 
of said railroad shall be us follows: 
Commencing at a point iu Bellevue 
avenue where it iutersects with the west 
line of Upper Main street, and running 
along the center line of Bellevue avenue, 
excepting such portion of the route 
where tracks exist at prdseut, to the 
center of Beaudry avenue, thence along 
Beaudry aveuuo to Elysiau Park ave- 
uue, thence continuing on Elysiau Park 
avenue with a steam 
motor 
road 
through 
Reservoir street to a point 
about 900 feet easterly from tho in ter­ 
section of 
Reservoir and 
Alvarado 
streets, thence across Alvarado street at 
a point about 579 feet southerly from the 
intersection of Alvarado and Reservoir 
streets, thence northwesterly crossing 
Reservoir street about 1,000 feet easter­ 
ly from the point of intersection of Res­ 
ervoir aud Micheltoreuo streets, thence 
northerly crossing Micheltoreuo street 
at a poiut northeasterly about 1,200 
feet from the intersection of Micbeltd* 
reno and Reservoir streets, and crossing 
Effie street at a point abcut 1,400 feet 
westerly from the intersection of Effie aud 
Micheltoreuo streets, thence nortuerly 
to the north boundary of the oity. 
The cars to be run or propelled from 
place of beginning to Eiysian Park ave­ 
nue by horses or electricity, two horses 
or two mule to each car; the remaining 
portion of said road to be operated by 
steam motor or electricity. 
S ection 3. 
If at any time th e pres­ 
ent defined and established lines of any 
of said streets over which said right of 
way is hereby 
granted, 
should bo 
changed or altered in any way, the road 
bed and line of the said road shall be 
shifted and changed by the said grantee, 
its successors or assigns, withiu ninety 
days (or sueh other lime as suid Council 
shall designate,) after notification there­ 
of, to such route on either side of the 
center line of any of said streets, as the 
Council of said city shall designate. 
S ection 4. 
The said grantee shall 
withiu six months from and after the 
date of th e taking effect of this ordin­ 
ance, complete the laying down, build­ 
ing and construction of the said road, 
and have the same ready for the running 
of cars thereou and in actual operation 
over the entire length of said railroad os 
aforesaid. 
T h at it at any time for the 
space of ninety days said road or any 
part thereof shall he unused as s rail­ 
road, the frauohise for said road or the 
part thereof so unused shall be thereby 
forfeited. 
S ection 5. 
Iu the construction of 
said railroad along the line of any of 
said streets withiu said city, the said 
grantee shall place the rails of said road 
in such way that the top of the rail 
shall be flush with the street, aud the 
laying of the track shall conform iu all 
cases where any part of said route has 
been graded, according to such estab­ 
lished grade, aad in all other cases as 
□ear as practicable to tho natural grade 
aud surface of the street; aud whenever 
at any time any part of said streets shall 
be 
graded, 
or the 
grade 
thereof 
obanged or 
altered, by the Council 
of 
said city, then the bed of 
the 
road aud the tracks thereof shall be 
ohaoged and shifted by the said grantee 
so as to conform to such new official 
grade; and whenever the said road shall 
cross auy zanja or water ditcb, used for 
irrigation within said eity, good and 
proper culverts shall be constructed so 
as uot to interfere w ith or impede in the 
slightest degree the How of water there- 
iu; aud whenever at auy time the said 
route shall intersect auy street now or 
hereafter to be opened across any of the 
Huid streets aloug which said right-of- 
way is granted, or Bliall pass in front of 
any such street forming a junction with 
any of said streets along which said 
right-of-way is hereby granted, theu aud 
in such case the said grantee shall con­ 
struct and m aintain good, proper and 
substantial board crossing the whole dis­ 
tance across or iu front thereof. 
S ec. 6. T h e city reserves th e rig h t 
to g rad e, reuew , sew er, pave, m acadam ­ 
ize, im prove, alter, o r rep air any o r all 
p a rts of said streets, au d to lay dow n 
pipe th erein fo r w ater, gas an d o th e r p u r­ 
poses, a n d to co n stru ct sew er and zanjas 
o v er an d lo n g th e sam e, b u t su ch work 
is to be d one by th e city so as to in ju re 
said road sis little as possible, an d th e 
city sh all h a v e th e rig h t a t any an d all 
tim es to u se, m anage au d control the 
said stree ts as public stree ts to th e same 
ex te n t an d w ith th e sam e pow er, w h en ­ 
ever deem ed necaasary, as if th is fran ­ 
chise h ad n o t been g ra n te d . 
Sec. 7. T he city reserves the right, as 
public convenience may require, to lay 
out aud improve streets türough aud 
across any part or portion of the track 
or tracks to be laid by said grantee over 
the route aforesaid, aud to construct and 
pass under said railroad track auy wa­ 
ter canal, or zanja or water ditch, at the
